Panned Oysters. —This Is a dish 
which will he sufe for tIn* least ex¬ 
perienced. ns It Is so easy to cook 
and is something well liked hy the 
average |s>rson. Melt two lnblesi»oon- 
iills of butter In tlie blazer and when , 
hissing hot turn in twenty nice large 
oysters which have been drained and i 
well dried between towels. As soon 
as fin edges curl, dust with pepper j 
and salt uni! serve at once on toast. 

Tomato Rabbit. —Take some thick j 
slices of whole wln-nt bread, remove 
the crust and cut into sandwich 
shape. Spread one sllee with salt, 
paprika, dry mustard and a little 
Worcestershire with a slice nf ripe 
tomato or tomato pulp. Cover with 
grated cheese. I*ul over a second 
slice of bread ami press together. 1 
Saute In butter until the bread Is 
brown on both sides. 

Crab Flakes With Red Peppers.— 
Chop the whites and mush the yolks 
of four hard-cooked eggs. Mix with 
two tnblespoonfuls of fine soft bread 
crumbs and a half a minced red pep¬ 
per Melt four tnblespoonfuls of but¬ 
ter stir In the eggs. Add slowly a 
cupful of cream and last a cupful of 
crab meat. When hot put in half a j 
tnblespoonful of salt, a dash of nut¬ 
meg, and a tenspoonful of lemon ] 
tuirc. Let It cook until smooth and 
serve In small dishes or on toast.

WAYS WITH CABBAGE. 

This common vegetable Is so often 
underrated that It is lilting to give It 
a little attention. 

Stuffed Cabbage.—Cut 
out the stalk cad of a sol¬ 
id head of cabbage, leav¬ 
ing a good sized cavity. 
'I'le the cabbage In a 
cheese cloth and cook It 
In boiling salted water 
until tender. Make a 
stuffing of seasoned eriunbs and any 
•■old meat which Is well seasoned. 
Kill the drained cabbage with the stuff- , 
mg. sprinkle with crumbs and grated 
cheese, dot with hits of batter and 
hake in a (|uick oven until brown. 

Cabbage With Cheirae Sauce.— Re¬ 
move the stalk and cook a small hard 
head of cabbage until tender, in boil¬ 
ing salted water. I>rnin and place on 
a platter stalk end down, rut In pie 
shaped pieces without separating 
them, pour over n rich white sauce In¬ 
to which, while boiling hot. a half cup¬ 
ful or more of finely grated or chop¬ 
ped. rich cheese has been added. 

Hot Slaw. —Heat the yolks of two l 
eggs with two tahlespoonfnls of cold 
witter, add a tablespoon fill of butter, 
a pinch of salt, and a quarter of a cup¬ 
ful of vinegar. Cook this dressing ov¬ 
er hot water until thick, then stir In 
finely shredded cabbage ami heat un¬ 
til hot: serve hot. 

Fried Cabbage. —Chop cold, boiled 
cabbage and press out till possible 
moisture. Season with melted butter, 
pepper and salt and four tablespoon- 
tills of milk. Add two well beaten 
eggs and cook In a buttered frying pan 
until smoking hot, stirring constantly 
at first, then brown on the bottom and 
turn out on n platter; garnish with j 
hard cooked eggs. 

Creamed Cabbage. —Cook shredded 
cabbage until tender In Uniting water, 
drain, add milk, butter and half a cup¬ 
ful of cracker crumbs. Serve hot. 

Cabbage With Sausage. —Cook a 
head of cabbage whole with several 
pork sausnges, or with half a dozen 
frankforts; arrange on a platter and 
garnish with the sausages. Season 
while cooking with salt ami pepper 
and save any liquor to us** with the 
rabbnge and cold potatoes chopped for 
hash.

THE LUSCIOUS PEACH. 

The peach Is a universal favorite 
and lias been called the ‘‘children’s 
fruit because It 

as are most fruit fresh and served 
“an natural.” 

Peach Ice Cream. —Cut up nnd put 
through a rieer sufficient ripe peaches 
to make one and one-half cupfuls of 
pulp. Add the juice of one lemon 
nnd one and one-fourth cupfuls of 
sugar. Add out* pint of thin cream 
and freeze as usual. Pack In a brick 
mold, turn out and garnish with quar¬ 
tered peaches nnd sprinkle the 
cream with chopped pistachio nuts. 

Peach Cobbler.—Peel anti slice 
enough peaches to till a deep pie plate, 
piling high In the center. Sprinkle 
thickly with sugar mixed with a table- 
spoonful of flour. Cover with a crust, 
leaving an opening for the steam to 
escape. Hake in a moderate oven. 

Brandy Peaches Without Brandy.— 
Fill a mason jar with clingstone 
peaches carefully selected and pared. 
Fill the spaces with granulated sugar. 
Screw on the top and bury the Jar 
in the ground three feet deep for six 
months. When opened the fruit will 
he covered with a delicious sirup, 
much tietter flavored than by any oth¬ 
er way of preserving them. 

Sweet Pickled Peaches —There Is 
nothing that quite takes the place of 
the good old-fashioned pickled 
peaches. Here Is n good one: Boll 
two pounds of brown sugar with one 
pint of vinegar, tin ounce of cinnamon 
(stick) twenty minutes. Pip half a 
peck of peaches quickly Into boiling 
water and rub with a coarse towel 
to remove the skin, or they may be 
dipped In water and the fuzz rubbed 
off. Stick each peach with four 
cloves, drop half the peaches in at 
a time and cook until soft. Prop into 
n large mouthed jar and pour over the 
spiced vinegar.

Strain through a cheese cloth, or jelly 
bag and boll 20 minutes, then add six 
pounds of sugar and boll five minutes. 
Turn Into glasses nnd seal us usual 
for Jelly. 

Tomato Mince Meat. —For those 
who tike this kind of mince meat, 
this is a reliable recipe.. Take a peck 
of green tomatoes, slice nnd let stand 
covered with a layer of salt over one 
day. Praia, chop and add two dozen 
tart apples, five pounds of brown sag 
ar, tbree pounds of raisins, two 
pounds of currants, one tablespoonful 
of cinnamon, one grate I nutmeg and 
one tenspoonful of cloves; add one 
pint of good vinegar and cook one nnd 
one-balf hours. 

Canned Red Peppers. —Wash and 
rnt In strips with scissors. Cover 
with boiling water, let stand three 
minutes, drain and plunge Into Ice 
water to cover lit which there Is a 
large piece of lee. Again drain and 
puck solidly Into jars. To one quart 
of vinegar, add two cupfuls of sugar, 
bring to the boiling point and boil 15 
minutes. Hour over the peppers to 
overflow the jars: seal and store In 
a cool place. 

Spiced Plums. —Take three pounds 
of sugar, one cupful of vinegar nnd 
one tablespoonful each of cloves, cln 
nnmon nnd allspice. Holl the sirup 
ten minutes with the spices, put in n 
few plums nnd cook slowly 20 min¬ 
utes. These wilt keep unsealed

Hy many tlie hov scouts are looked | 
upon as soldiers in the making. If 
by making soldiers is meant training 
boys for intelligent public service, 
cultivating, character, self-reliance, 
mutual helpfulness, and the capacity 
to achieve success in the field of chos¬ 
en endeavor, then the boy scout 
movement may properly be regarded 
as military. If by making soldiers is ^ 
meant cultivating a spirit of pug ! 
naclty and the glorification of war, 
then tlie boy scout movement is non-I 
military. Thesp elements are not 
found in it. 

Only gradually does it become clear¬ 
ly evident to the public at. large that 
both professionally and in practice 
the organization of the Hoy Scouts of 
America is, always lias been. and. in i 
so far as one can predict, always will 
be first, of till a peace organization. 
"Pence scouting for character and 
citizenship" has always been its plat¬ 
form. 

But why is this position not yet 
wholly free from confusion in the 
public mind? Many still believe, in 
spite of what has been publicly said 
and written and in spite of the most 
substantial proof to the contrary in 
the conduct of the leaders and the 
boys, that tlie movement trains boys 
for war. 

The term “seouting." while perhaps 
more frequently employed in connec¬ 
tion with military maneuvers and war 
operations, lias peaceful uses. Not im¬ 
properly. we think of a scout as one 
disciplined to hard work—watchful, | 
self-reliant, observant. straightfor- ! 
ward, unselfish, and pleasant in his j 
dealings with others—in short, a very j 
companionable, alert, and helpful fel- j 
low.

MAMMOTH CAVE LONG FAMOUS 

Has been Acknowledged One of th* 
World’s Wonders, Practically 
Since the Year 1804 

The most famous cavern In America 
Is Mammoth cave. In Kentucky, writes 
“Nlksah" In the Chicago Daily News. 
Mammoth cave was an old Indian ref¬ 
uge. and the story of redskin adven¬ 
tures Is written plain In the skeleton*, 
tomahawks and reed 'orches that have 
been found In the cavern depth*. 
Then, In 1809, t white man, a pioneer 
hunter, followed a wounded bear Into 
the mouth of the great cave, and from 
that time on Mammoth cave became 
In American estimation the eighth 
wonder of the world. 

Almost as soon as the white man 
discovered the cavern he began to 
make practical use of It, Ixmg before 
the era of Indian possession bats had 
Inhabited the cavern halls and tn the 
course of time their skeletons had ac¬ 
cumulated on the floor, especially 
near the entrance. These skeletons, 
containing nitrate, played an impor¬ 
tant part In the war of 1812. for 
nitrate, so needed for making explo¬ 
sives, was scarce In tlie colonies and 
the Mammoth cave became the mala 
source of supply. 

When the country settled down to 
a period of comfortable prosperity. 
Mammoth cave became, even more 
than It Is today, a great show place' 
of America. The cave's history Is told 
In the names of the various rooms aftd 
galleries. Jenny Lind and other artists 
visited the cave and sang or played^ 
the airs that had made them famous 
In "Ole Bull's Concert Hall” or other. 
cavern corridors. In a room since 
named "Booth's Amphitheater.” Edwin 
Booth wits Inspired to declaim some 
of the lines of Hamlet before a small 
and select audience.

FIND UPAS TREE VALUABLE 

Natives of Java Procure Ready-Mad* 
Clothing From Its Branch©*, 

With Little Effort 

One nf the strangest myths Is that 
which concerns the “deadly upas tree” 
of Java, whose poisonous exhalations 
were formerly alleged to kilt any man 
or animal that ventured Into tts neigh¬ 
borhood. 

Doubtless It had Its origin In some 
traveler's tale, for the tree In ques¬ 
tion —rather widely distributed In 
southern nnd southeastern Asia—has 
no terrors for the natives of these 
countries, who. on tlie contrary, find 
It extremely useful. 

It Is the only kind of tree tn the 
world that produces ready-made cloth¬ 
ing. The Inner bark Is a natural cloth, 
only requiring the removal of the soft 
eel'ular stuff In order to render It avail¬ 
able fo» use. A cylindrical section of 
It from a small branch will furnish a 
leg for a pair of trousers or an arm 
for a coat, while from a bigger branch 
the body of tbe garment ts obtained. 

Mica. 

Mica, so named from tts being eas¬ 
ily divided Into glistening scales, con¬ 
sists of silica and alumina, associated 
with magnesia, soda nnd lime in vary¬ 
ing proportions. Thus we have potash 
mica, consisting of silica, alumina and 
potash; and magnesia mica. In which 
tbe alumina Is partially replaced by 
magnesia, passing—as the proportion 
of magnesia Increases—Into soft talc, 
which is chiefly composed of silica and 
magnesia.

ejf-Pirate, as Dictated on His Death¬ 
bed, in the Year of Our Lord 1859. 

The good John had scarcely made 
his leisurely, distinguished appearance 
ur his desk on the morrow when I too 
entered by one door and Charlie Web¬ 
ster by the other.
